At the Geneva Disarmament 
conference, attended this Sum- 
mer by 25 Nations, the U.S. 
and the U.S.S.R. jointly tabled 
a proposal that would ban the 
stockpiling and use of biologi- 
cal weapons. They failed, how- 
ever, to discuss the question 
of chemical warfare, leaving 
in effect the Geneva Protocol 
of 1925 as the paramount trea- 
ty covering this particular is- 
sue. The fact that chemical 
weapons are presently in use 
whislst biological weapons are 
not explains the desire of the 
U.S. to discuss only controls 
on the latter, for that nation 
is the main employer of these 
hazardous chemicals. 

Nevertheless, the '25 proto- 
col, bearing the signature now 
of 96 nations, calls for a total 
ban on the use of both biolo- 
gical and chemical weapons. 
Lest there be any uncertainty 
concerning interpretation of the 
Protocc 

sage enforcing a prohibitions 
on "axphixiating, poisonous or 
other gases and... all analagous 
liquids, materials or devices" 
was recently re-examined by 
the United Nations. The Gene- 
ral Assembly (Dec. 1969), pas- 
sing the resolution by a vote of 
80 to 3 with 36 abstentions, 
unambiguously defined the use 
of any chemicals in war as 
contrary to the Protocol. 

Included among the votes 
cast in opposition was that of 
the U.S., which nation, due to 
pressure from the chemical 
industry, failed to ratify the 
treaty in 1925 and has since 
not rectified the situation. The 
abstentions meanwhile included 
Canada and most countries of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 

In order to understand why 
the U.N. recognized a need for 
the total ban on chemical wea- 
pons one need only explore the 
record of the Indochina war. 
Here the U.S. has steadily in- 
creased the quantity and toxi- 
city of herbicides and riot con- 
trol agents to a point where 
their policy is tantamount to 
waging chemical warfare. 

According to George Bunn, 
an official in the Johnson ad- 
ministration, herbicides were 
originally used to control 
weeds and other uncultivated 
crops. Within a decade, how- 
ever, their use was extended 
to the dimensions of a full sca- 



le operations with some che- 
micals in use at higher concen- 
trations than allowed in the 
U.S. and other chemicals in 
use which are completely ban- 
ned in the U.S. The result of 
this programme has included 
large scale destruction of fo- 
rests and agricultural land both 
in terms of present and future 
use, and the reported births 
of many deformed babies. The 
programme has succeeded in 
forcing a rice-growing country 
to import rice and caused im- 
measurable suffering to the ci- 
vilians of South Vietnam who 
are supposedly allies of the 
U.S. 

The riot control agents used 
in Vietnam range in the seve- 
rity of their effects. Among 
the more hazardous chemicals 
is one used frequently, a gas 
called CS. This chemical, mo- 
re poisonous than chlorine, is 

jnHne human 
body and is already known 
to be responsible for the death, 
blindness or maiming of many 
individuals. It is not known 
what concentration of this gas 
constitutes a lethal dose, but 
it is known to be far more dan- 
gerous to children and adults 
suffering heart and lung disor- 
ders. This chemical is not me- 
rely a riot" control agent, it is 
undoubtedly a highly toxic and 
non-selective chemical weapon. 
Although the U.S. has agreed 
with the views of Canada that 
harrassing agents are accepta- 
ble while incapacitating agents 
are unacceptable, the repeated 
use of CS clearly indicates the 
inability or unwillingness of 
that government to understand 
and conform to the limitations 
spelled out in such a policy. 

Riot control agents were ini- 
tially used in South Vietnam 
for humanitarian reasons of, 
as the name implies, civilian 
riot control. Dean Rusk, Secre- 
tary of State in 1965 stated "we 
do not expect that gas will be 
used in ordinary military ope- 
rations". By 1969, however, 
this policy had changed, for as 
explained by a spokesman for 
the Defense Department riot 
control agents had become 
standard military equipment. 
The reaction of the U.S. Admi- 
nistration to the U.N. resolu- 
tion can be seen in the remarks 
of Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers who said, "we think 



it (tear gas) is more humane 
than napalm or other methods 
of warfare "and it will conti- 
nue to be used at a level to be 
determined by the relevant mi- 
litary ajid economic considera- 
tions. At the same time Assis- 
tant Secretary of Defense, Nut- 
ter was explaining that "it is 
the firm opinion of our milita- 
ry that the use of riot control 
agents has been a very impor- 
tant factor in avoiding unneces- 
sary suffering." 

What these gentlemen failed 
to point out, for all their con- 
cern about suffering and huma- 
nity, was the manner in which 
the gases are used. They are 
used to drive the enemy out of 
cover so that he can be demo- 
lished by conventional wea- 
pons. This is hardly more hu- 
mane than other methods of 
killing, particularly in view of 
the fact that many V.C. now 
possess aas mask^ w ^ 
result that the only people de- 
molished by the ensuing attack 
are innocent civilians. Concern 
for alleviation of suffering is 
clearly an extremely one sided 
concept, excluding even the ci- 
vilian allies of the U.S. With 
such an attitude it' is easy for 
the U.S. to justify the use of 
over 20 million pounds of che- 
micals solely in terms of "sa- 
ving American Lives". 

Such an attitude, however, 
will need modification, for now 
even the V.C. have begun using 
chemical weapons to prevent 
suffering to their army. It will 
be interesting to see whether 
the U.S. feels the causes of 
humanity are best served by 
the use of chemical agents 
against American G.l.s. 

The increase in the use of 
chemicals used, to the extent 
that the programme bears all 
the earmarks of a chemical 
war. The way has been opened 
for a rapid increase in the 
quantity and toxicity of chemi- 
cals used by both sides of the 
conflict, all of which will fall 
under the . protective guise of 
'humanitarian considerations'! 

It is interesting to note that 
the highly toxic chemical CS 
has been used by the U.S. go- 
vernment to disperse peace de- 
monstrations, and by the Bri- 
tish Government to control 
riots in Londonderry. The 
spectacle of such nations using 
weapons to control civilian dis- 



On Sunday, November 7 the 
Mac-Abbott Chansmen travel- 
led to Quebec City only to be 
beaten by the Universite de 
Laval "Rouge et Or". Before 
an estimated fifteen hundred 
partisan fans, Laval took an 
early lead and never looked 
back. 

The Clansmen offence was 
inconsistent and failed to come 
up with the right combination 
and lost the ball several times 
within Laval territory. The 
defense was also lacking. La- 
val was left unguarded too 
many times under the basket 
resulting in easy lay-ups. 

At the end of the first half, 
the score was 42-31 in favour 
of Laval. Too many turn overs 
and fouls told the story. The 
referees stole the show as 
they handed the Clansmen 
thirty-two fouls, five of which 
were unwarranted technicals. 
Laval scored thirty five points 
from the foul line, a little less 
than half their score. 

The Clansmen looked much 
better in the second half as 
they outscored 43-40 and for a 
while it looked as though they 
could take the game away, but 
Ken Smyth and Dave Algar, 
two of the starting five, were 



fouled out and the Clansmen 
ran out of time. 

In spite of the loss, how- 
ever, the Clansmen had their 
bright spots. Ken Smyth, who 
must be one of the best guards 
in the league, played an ex- 
cellent game, scoring 17 
points. The Rouge et Or rested 
a little easier when Ken was 
fouled out. Jim Guild was up 
to his all-Canadian perform- 
ance as he led the scoring with 
twenty two points and Chris 
Hunter managed to score 13 
points when he wasn't reaching 
for rebound. Dave Algar, 
another veteran, had trouble 
finding the mark in the first 
half but came back to score 9 
points in the second half. 
Rookies Barrie Russel and 
Peter Kelly used their size 
and ability well and with a 
little more experience they 
will be a great help to the 
Clansmen. 

Joe Amiel showed that he 
can serve too as he got six 
points in the second half. J. 
Michaud, Pat Norwood, Andy 
Christie and returnees Wayne 
Boyle and Pete Havard will 
further bolster the Clansmen 
as they aim for the league 
championship.

turbances when the same wea- 
pons are banned from use in 
international, conflict, presents 
an anomalous and distressing 
picture. 

Clearly, it is impossible to 
draw a line between chemicals 
of more or less danger and le- 
gislate against the use of those 
above certain strengths, with 
any expectation that such le- 
gislation could be enforced. 
The only way to prevent the 
massive environmental catas- 



trophe and the immense human 
suffering caused by chemical 
weapons is to enforce a total 
ban, a position accepted by the 
United Nations. 

The Nixon Administration, 
which has expressed a desire 
to have the U.S. Senate ratify 
the 4 25 Protocol, will only ac- 
cept such ratification if it in- 
cludes an American reserva- 
tion excluding from considera- 
tion non-lethal chemicals. The

attitude is demonstrated by the 
remarks of William Rogers be- 
fore the Senate Foregn rela- 
tions committee, "It is the U. 
S. understanding of the Proto- 
col that it does not prohibit 
the use in war of riot control 
agents and chemical herbici- 
des. Smoke, flame and napalm 
are also not covered by the 
Protocol. "Referring to the 
Protocol further Rogers naive- 
ly explained, "No-one was 
talking about protection of 
plants, they were talking about 
the protection of people." 

In February, 1970 the Bri- 
tish Foreign Secretary stated 
that the chemical CS was to be 
regarded not as a tear gas or 
poison gas, which are banned 
by the Protocol, but as a 
screening smoke which is not 
banned. Some months later 
Members of Parliament were 
able to judge for themselves 
the accuracy of this statement 
when two grenades of CS were 
thrown into the house. A com- 
mittee appointed by the Foreign 



Secretary is now analysing the 
position. 

Though Pierre Trudeau sta- 
ted in 1969, "No single inter- 
national activity... rates... 
higher priority... than the pur- 
suit of effective arms control 
and arms limiting agree- 
ments," Canadian spokesmen 
at the 1970 Geneva conference, 
referring to the 1925 protocol, 
persevered with the illusion 
that "tear gas and other riot 
control agents are not inclu- 
ded". An executive assistant 
to the Secretary of State indi- 
cated in August, however, that 
Canada has not yet come to a 



decision on the inclusion or 
exclusion of riot control agents 
and herbicides in the Geneva 
Protocol of 1925. 

The three major western 
powers hold opinions inconsis- 
tent with those of the United 
Nations General Assembly, an 
exceedingly dangerous position 



considering the influence of 
these three countries through- 
out the world. Unless Canada 
wishes to hold joint responsi- 
bility, with the other two na- 
tions, for undermining this 
treaty and opening the way for 
a massive chemical arms race, 
this Government should decla- 



re, unreservedly, its support 
for the position endorsed by 
the 80 members of the United 
Nations. We can no longer af- 
ford to play games with such 
important issues.
